Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 



2. The rejection of claims 1,8,14,22-24 under 35 USC 1 12 I s paragraph as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement is dropped as applicant's remarks are persuasive. 

3. The rejection of claims 1,8,14,22-24 under 35 USC 1 12 1 st paragraph as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement is dropped as applicant's remarks are persuasive.
